Queen Alexandra as an Angel 

Probably « large majority of the ta- 
habitants of tho British Isles regard 
Queen Alexandra as an angel of mercy 
and sympathy and gebtle kindness, but 
perhaps few of them know that she 
actually appears as an angel on Len 
dal Bridge, York. Upon this bridge 
an angel is represented supporting the 
Royal coat cf arms. As a model for 
this angel, the late King Edward, theo 
Prince of Wales, lent the architect a 
beautiful iittle bust of the Prncess 
who is wow Queen Alexandra, and 
from this the sculptor who was en 
trusted wtih the carving of the coat of 
arms, modeled the angel's face, The 
likeness is sugprisingly good, and can 
be recognized smmediately. 

In a certain church in the scuth of 
Engiand the \il'ege memorial to the 
soldiers of the district who fell in the 
Boer war, takes the form of a stained 
glass window. One of the designs re- 
presents our Lord preaching and se 
veral representative people, including 
a soldier, a rurse and a fisherman, 
listening to him, The nurse was de 
signed from a lady well known in the 
Village for’ ner charitable deeds, the 
fisherman wes taken from tho clergy: 
man who wes then vicar of the par- 
ish~and tho soldier is none other thaa
